Bcarcc. And HH the actual Turks were, few In num- 
ber, ruling over an empire of Slavs, (}rooks, Ital- 
ians, JOWH, Armenians, Albanians, Ktird.s, lOgyp- 
linns, Moors and Arabs, It demanded eternal vig- 
ilance to keep them all In n state of union and 
progress. 
. These people have had constantly before thorn 
tho choice of revolt, conversion, assimilation, ban- 
ishment and massacre. And at ono time or an- 
other, some of each race havo chosen each one of 
ahose, often two or three of them at once. Moan- 
while, following the wicked lead of lilstnarck and 
Disraeli, Europe has kept tlio Turk alive, because 
from financiers In each nation, the Ottoman sultan 
has borrowed considerable sums of money. 


Macedonia lies along tho .southern slopes of tho 


Balkan peninsula. If is u fertile region crossed by 
chains of rounded mountains, with green valleys 
mid swift streams, In physical conditions not tin- 
llko tli« south of France. 
It has -K'.OOO square 


miles of territory, Is about as large as the state of 
Maine, with a population nearly two-thirds that 
of tho city of Now York, and before the war of 
liberation It had about 2,250,000. people. The ma- 
jority of those wore Bulgarian in blood and they 
wore allowed to have their own churches and 
schools.

Macedonia In the last few years we need say only 
n word. 
Tho history of tho two Balkn.ii wars Is 


given with accuracy and Justice In the monumental 
ropert of tlio Balkan commission of the Carnegie 
endowment, a document of especial value In any 
study of tho conditions preceding tho "third Bal- 
kan war" which today has sot tho world liV (lames. 


The Ilrst Balkan war was altruistic as far as 


nny wnr can bo. Its purpose was the relief of a 
distressed people, suffering for centuries from the 
laxities of Turkish rule, always Incompetent and 
everywhe.ro unscrupulous, and on tho other hand 
continuously overrun by the outlaw patriots which 
kept tho land In Incessant turmoil. 


Tho Balkan alliance was a Russian Inspiration. 


Jt was planned by Ilartwlg, Russian minister at 
Belgrade, "tho evil genius of the Balkans." 
It 


glided in the Iroaty ot London, where tho blind In- 
termeddling of tho powers, bullied by Austrian lu- 
trlguo. agreed only on the kingdom of Albania, 
leaving the states to tight It out so far us Mace- 
donia was concerned. This brought on thcj second 
Balkan war, In which Bulgarian diplomacy made 
nil tho mistakes It had a chance td rnabiu. 


The treaty of Bucharest left Macedonia;crossed 
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by artlllclal boundaries. Tho effect of Intolerance, 
worst In Greece, bail enough everywhere, was to 
drive out of each miflon all who belonged to the 
wrong language or religion. I do not say race, for 
they are all of the same general stock, oven the 
bulk of the "Turks" and Greeks. This lias filled 
tho region with refugees, men and women whose 
fault Is that they lived on tho wi;ong side of the 
boundaries made for 
them 
In the treaty of 


Bucharest. 


Fussing down the long highway which leads over 


200 nilloH from Sofia to Samokov and Dubnltza In 
old Bulgaria, then across .tho border of Macedonia, 
down tho Strunm river past Dzumulii to Petritch, 
wo found everywhere Ihe Bulgarian refugees -from 
tho Salonlkl district In Greek Macedonia. These 
have been roughly estimated at 50,000 in number. 
Some of these lytve been given farms or houses 
abandoned In Macedonia by Turks who followed 
tho Turkish army away, 
Others received farms 


left by Greeks when the Greek army went back 
after tho treaty of Bucharest. The government 
grants each person some fourponce n day. 
Some 


Ilnd work, but after tho war there are few employ- 
ers. The cost of living has doubled, the means of 
living has fallen. At 1'etrltch, near the present 
boundary oC Greece, there were hundreds of these 
waiting about on the stone sidewalks day by day. 
Tlicy wore walling for tho powers to revise the 
treaty of Bucharest and give thorn back their 
homes In the region above Salonlkl. Some local 
Journal had said that this revision was corning 
soon. It was rny duty to assure Miem that It would 
never come. The phrase In'Soda, "Europe exists 
no more," Is the truth so fur us Balkan affairs are 
concerned. 


The reason for that Is clearer now. Europe was 


paralyzed by tho great terror which has slnco 
eome on It In an unthinkable catastrophe. There 
were some In tho "concert of powers," who wero 
striving to bring on this catastrophe. 
The "war 


of slcel and gold" was about to gJvo place to real 
war, which would end, they 'hoped, In speedy vic- 
tory and world power. It has not ended In that way. 
It has not yet ended at all. But those who most 
looked forward to war wero Ihe ones who had 
least conception of its certain consequences. .- 


In tho whole length of the Strumn valley In 


western Macedonia, towns have boon burned In 
whole or part by tho Greek army which pursued 
tho Bulgarians as far as tho old border of Bul- 
garia. In Greek Macedonia, nt the hands of some 
one or all of tho three successive armies—Turkish, 
Bulgarian and Greek-—most of tho towns between 
Salonlkl and Drama havo suffered the same fate. 
JOnch of these towns has now its share of Greek 
refugees from Turkish Thrace. Theso have been 
estimated by Greek authorities as numbering KOO,- 
000. They have como by railway from Adrlanoplo 
lu box cars belonging to the Greek government. 


These cars are left at the various stations, a dozen 
or more at each. 
In these the people keep tholr 


bedding and their scanty effects. 
The government 


of Greece allows them two or three sous u day, 
with rice which they cook on fires of thistles and 
other weeds. 


In ti Turkish journal, vigorous complaint wns 


made against the Albanian refugees in Thrace as 
more "proficient with the Mauser than with the 
plow, und skillful only as cattle thieves," 
A pleu 


was made for bringing back the Bulgarian farm- 
ers as far more desirable neighbors. 
"The Bul- 


garians are now our friends." 


In the larger towns, as Salonlkl and Kilkush, the 


refugees are ranged in tent cities, ten thousand or 
more In one encampment. 
There were perhaps 


00,000 Greek refugees a little more than a year 
ago along the road from Drama to Salonlkl. 


When I was at Salonlkl the Turks were leaving 


In great numbers: lil2,000 took steerage passage 
for Stamboul in ono month. 
Salonlkl (Thessn- 


lonlke), beautifully situated, in full face of Mou,nl 
Olympus and with a noble harbor, should bo one 
of'the grear cities of. 
1 the world. In the aftermath 


of the second Balkan war, It lost half its popula- 
tion. 
It Is no better off foday than In-the times 


when St. Paul called out •'for help In Macedonia. 


Harsh and often 
terribly brutal 
operations 


In Serbia and Greece result from the unchecked 
operations of the military element.

It was claimed that the two wise 
ministers Pnshltch in Belgrade and Venizelos In 
Athens were both opposed to the policy of repres- 
sion. Both would, if theycotild, have proclaimed 
religious linguistic tolerance in those parts of Mac- 
edonia turned over to them by the treaty of 
Bucharest. But tho fact of victory, and especially 
victory over their sister state, Bulgaria, Intoxicates 
the military, and fills the mob with the "east 
wind." 
In such times the civil authority cannot 


hold its own against the military. 


Bulgaria recognized better the value of toler- 


ance. 
A Greek church and school stand undis- 


turbed In Sofia. In the-Bulgarian national assem- 
bly there are about a dozen Turkish deputies, rep-, 
resenting Thrace, 
These Turks, supporters all of 


the king, hojcl the balance of power against the- 
combined democrats and socialists, the group op- 
posed to all war. The spirit of hate, is still very 
strong among tho people of Bulgaria. 
They hate 


Roumanla, as the robber-state who has done them 
the most harm. They hate Greece. 


There can never be settled quiet In the Knst, 


until tho "Balkans belong to the Balkans," until 
civil authority everywhere dominates the military 
and until customs unions and other unions cause 
these people to realize that .one fate befalls them 
all and that the welfare of each state Is bound up 
in. that of Its neighbor.

It will be remembered tlwt all these I'.alkan folk 


were for years under the dominion of the Turk, 
and that none of them have been free for half a 
century. The Turk was most acceptable when he 
was asleep. When he was awake, he had his own 
ideas of "Onion and Progress." Union meant uni- 
formity, A nation should have one ruler, one flag, 
one religion, one language. Progress was Jus way 
of bringing about this condition. This was by mas- 
Bcarce. And as the actual Turks were few in num- 
ber, ruling over an empire of Slavs, Greeks, Ital- 
ians, Jews, Armenians, Albanians, Kurds, Kgyp- 
tians, Moors and Arabs, It demanded eternal vig- 
ilance to keep them all In a state of union and 
progress. 


These people ha\e had constantly before them 


the choice cf revolt, conversion, assimilation, ban- 
ishment and massacre. And at one time or an- 
other, some of each race have chosen each out1 of 
ihese, often two or three of them at once. Mean- 
while, following the wicked lend of Bismarck and 
Disraeli, Europe has kept the Turk alive, because 
from financiers in each nation, the Ottoman sultan 
has borrowed considerable sums of monev. 


Macedonia lies along the southern slopes of the 


Balkan peninsula. Jt is a fertile region ciossed by 
chains of rounded mountains, with green valleys 
and swift streams, in physical conditions not un- 
like the south of France. 
It has 4o.OOO square 


miles of territory, is about as large as the state of 
Maine, with a population nearly two-thirds that 
of the city of New York, and before the war of 
liberation it had about 2,2oO,000 people 
The ma- 


jority of these were Bulgarian in blood and they 
were allowed to have their own churches aud 
schools. 


As to the 
camui.igns 
which

Macedonia in the last few years we need say only 
a word. 
The history of the two Balka.ii wars is 


given with accuraej and justice in the monumental 
report of the Balkan commission of the Carnegie 
endowment, a document of especial value in any 
study of the conditions preceding the "third Bal- 
kan war" which today has set the world in flames. 


The first Balkan war was altruistic as far as 


any war can be. Its purpose was the relief of a 
distressed people, suffering for centuries from the 
laxities of Turkish rule, always incompetent aud 
everywhere unscrupulous, and on the other band 
continuously overrun by the outlaw patriots which 
kept the land in incessant turmoil. 


The Balkan alliance was a Russian inspiration. 


Jt was planned by Hartwig, Russian minister at 
Belgrade, "the evil genius of the Balkans." 
It 


ended in the treaty of London, where the blind in- 
termeddling of the powers, baffled by Austrian in- 
trigue, agreed only on the kingdom of Albania, 
leaving the states to tisrht it out so far as Mace- 
donia was concerned. This brought on the second 
Balkan war, m which Bulgarian dipfomady made 
nil the mistakes it had a chance td make. 


The treaty of Bucharest left Macedonia crossed 


lij artificial boundanes. The effect of intolerance, 
worst in Greece, bad enough everywhere, was to 
drive out of each nation all who belonged to the 
wrong language or leligion. I do not say race, for 
they are all of the same general stock, even the 
bulk of the "Turks" and Greeks. 
This has filled 


the region with refugees, men and women whose 
fault is that they lived on the wr,ong side of the 
boundaries made for 
them in the treaty of 


Bucharest. 


Passing down the long highw ay which leads over 


200 miles from Sofia to Samokov and Dubnitza in 
old Bulgaria, then across the border of Macedonia, 
down the Struma river past Dzumaia to Petritch, 
we found everywhere the Bulgarian refugees from 
the Saloniki district in Greek Macedonia. These 
have been roughly estimated at 50,000 in number. 
Some of these have been given farms or houses 
abandoned in Macedonia by Turks who followed 
the Turkish army away. 
Others received farms 


left by Greeks when the Greek army went back 
after the treaty of Bucharest. 
The government 


grants each person some fourpencs a day. Some 
find work, but after the war there are few employ- 
ers. 
The cost of living ijas doubled, the means of 


living has fallen. At Petritch, near the present 
boundary of Greece, there were hundreds of these 
waiting about on the stone sidewalks day by flay. 
They were waiting for the powers to revise the 
treaty of Bucharest and give them back their 
homes in the region above Sulonikl. 
Some local 


journal had said that this revision was coming 
soon. It was my duty to assure them that it would 
never come. The phrase in Sofia, "Europe exists 
no more," is the truth so far as Balkan affairs are 
concerned. 


The reason for that is clearer now. Europe was 


paralyzed by the great terror which has since 
come on it in an unthinkable catastrophe. There 
were some in the "concert of powers," who were 
striving to bring on this catastrophe. The "war 
of steel and gold" was about to gjve place to real 
war, which would end, they hoped, in speedy vic- 
tory and world power. It has not ended in that way. 
It lias not yet ended at all. But those who most 
looked forward to war were the ones who had 
least conception of its certain consequences. 


In the whole length of the Struma valley in 


western Macedonia, towns have been burned In 
whole or part by the Greek army which pursued 
the Bulgarians as far as the old border of Bul- 
garia. In Greek Macedonia, at the hands of some 
one or all of the three successive armies—Turkish, 
Bulgarian and Greek—most of the towns between 
Saloniki and Drama have suffered the same fate. 
Each of these towns has now its share of Greek 
refugees from Turkish Thrace. These have been 
estimated by Greek authorities as numbering HOO,- 
000. They have come by railway from Adrianople 
in box cars belonging to the Greek government 


These cars are left at the various stations, a dozen 
or moie at each. 
In these the people keep their 


bedding and their scanty effects. The government 
of Greece allows them two or three sous a day, 
with nee which they cook on fires of thistles aud 
other weeds. 


In a Turkish jomnal, vigorous complaint was 


made against the Albanian refugees m Thrace as 
more "proficient with the Mauser than with the 
plow, and skillful only as cattle thieves." A pleu 
was made for bringing back the Bulgarian farm- 
ers as far more desirable neighbors. 
"The Bul- 


garians are now our friends." 


In the larger towns, as Saloniki and Kilkush, the 


refugees are ranged in tent cities, ten thousand or 
more in one encampment 
There were perhaps 


00,000 Greek refugees a little more than a year 
ago along the road from Drama to Saloniki. 


When I was at Saloniki the Turks were leaving 


in great numbers: 212,000 took steerage passage 
for Stamboul in one month. 
Saloniki (Thessa- 


lonlke), be.iutifullv situated, in full face of Mount 
Olympus and with a noble harbor, should be one 
of the great cities of the world. In the aftermath 
of the second Balkan war it lost half its popula- 
tion. It is no better off today than in the times 
when St. Paul called out-for help In Macedonia. 


Harsh and often 
terribly brutal operations 


in Serbia and Greece result from the unchecked 
operations of the military element. 
The soldier, 


as such, considers neither economic conditions nor 
the soul of man. It was claimed that the two wise 
ministers Pashitch in Belgrade and Venizelos In 
Athens were both opposed to the policy of repres- 
sion. Both would, if they could, have proclaimed 
religious linguistic tolerance In those parts of Mac- 
edonia turned over to them by the treaty of 
Bucharest. But the fact of victory, and especially 
victory over their sister state, Bulgaria, Intoxicates 
the military, and fills the mob with the "east 
wind." In such times the civil authority cannot 
hold its ovv n against the military. 


Bulgaria recognized better the value of toler- 


ance. 
A Gieek church and school stand undis- 


turbed in Sotia. In the Bulgarian national assem- 
bly there are about a dozen Turkish deputies, rep- 
resenting Thrace. These Turks, supporters all of 
the king, hojd the balance of power against the 
combined democrats and socialists, the group op- 
posed to all war. The spirit of hate is still very 
strong among the people of Bulgaria. They hate 
Roumama, as the robber-state who has done them 
the most harm. They hate Greece. 


There can never be settled quiet in the East 


until the "Balkans belong to the Balkans," until 
civil authority everywhere dominates the military 
and until customs unions and other unions cause 
these people to realize that one fate befalls them 
all and that the w elfare of each state Is bound up 
In that of its neighbor.

And as the actual Turks wen; few In num- 
ber, ruling over an empire of Slavs, tlreekw, Ital- 
ians, Jews, Armenians, Albanians, Kurds, Kgyp- 
tlniiH, Moors ami Arabs, It demanded eternal vig- 
ilance to keep them all in u state of uniou and 
progress. 
. These people have had constantly before them 
the choice i.-f revolt, conversion, assimilation, ban- 
ishment and massacre. 
And at one time or an- 


other, .some of eiicli race have chosen encli one of 
tlie.sc. often two or three of them at once. 
Moan- 


while, following tho wicked lead of Hisnmrck and 
I>lsraell. Kuropc has kept the Turk alive, beeiiuse 
from financiers In each nation, the Ottoman sultiui 
lias borrowed conslderiibh; sums of money. 


MiicedoniH lies along the southern slopes of. the 


Jialkan peninsula. If is u fertile region crossed by 
<-hains of rounded mountains, with green valleys 
nnil swift streams. In physical conditions not un- 
like the south of I-'ninee. 
It lias -I.'.OOO square 


miles of territory, is about as large as the state of 
Maine, with a population nearly two-thirds that 
of the city of New York, and before the war of 
llbenition'it had about L'.'JfiO.DOO people. The ma- 
Joriiy of these were Bulgarian In blood and they 
were ullowcd to have their own churches mill 
schools.

The history of the two Hnlkiin wars is 


given with accuracy ami justice in the monumental 
report of the I'.alkan commission of the Carnegie 
endowment, a document of especial value In any 
study of the conditions preceding the "third Bal- 
kan "war" which today has set the world in (l:iuies. 


The iirst Balkan war was altruistic as fur n-s 


any war can be. 
Its purpose was the relief of a 


distressed people, suffering for centuries from the 
luxttles of Tiu-kisb rule, always Incompetent and 
overvwhere unscrupulous, and on the other bund 
continuously overrun by the outlaw patriots which 
kept the land in incessant turmoil. 


The Balkan alliance was a Russian inspiration. 


It was planned by llartwig. Russian minister ar 
Jiolgrade, "tin; evil genius of the Bulkans." 
It 


ended in the treaty of London, where tho blind In- 
termeddliuj: oC the powers, ballled by Austrian in- 
trigue, agreed only on the kingdom of Albania, 
leaving the states to light it out so far UK Mace- 
ilouiu was concerned. 
Tills brought on tho secoud 


Balkan war. In which Bulgarian diplomacy made 
nil the mistakes It had a chance tri rnaUe. 


The treaty of .Bucharest left Macedonia crossed 


by artificial boundaries. The effect of: intolerance, 
worst in CJfuece, bad enough everywhere, was to 
drive out of each uaflon all who belonged to the 
wrong language or religion. I <!o not say race, for 
they are all of the same general stock, even the 
built of the "Turks" nnd Greeks. This has filled 
the region with refugees, men and women whose 
fault Is that they lived on the wrong side of the 
boundaries made for them in the treaty of 
Bucharest. 


Bussing down the long highway which leads over 


200 miles from Sofia to Siunokov and Dubnkza In 
old Bulgaria, then across .the border of Macedonia, 
down the Strunia river past Dzumula to Petrltcli, 
we found everywhere the Bulgarian refugees'from 
the Salonlkl district in Greek Macedonia. These 
have been roughly estimated at 50,000 hi number. 
Some o£ these luive been given farms or houses 
abandoned in Macedonia by Turks who followed 
the Turkish army away. 
Others received farms 


left by Greeks when the Greek nrmy went back 
after 'the treaty of Bucharest. 
The government 


grants each, person some fourpence a clay. Some 
liml work, but after the war there are few employ- 
ers. The cost of living Ijas doubled, the means of 
living has fallen. At retrltcli, near the present 
boundary of Greece, there were hundreds of these 
waiting about on tho stone sidewalks day by day. 
Tliey were waiting for the powers to revise the 
treaty of Bucharest and give them back their 
homes in tho region above SulonlUi. 
Some local 


journal had said that this revision was coming 
soon. It was my duty to assure them that it would 
never come. The phrase In-Sofia., "Europe exists 
no more." is the truth so far as Balkan affairs are 
concerned. 


The reason for th.it Is clearer now. Europe was 


paralyzed by the great terror which has since 
come on it in an unthinkable catastrophe. There 
were some In the "concert of powers," who were 
striving to bring on this catastrophe. 
The "war 


of steel and gold" was about to gjve place to real 
war, 
which would end, they hoped. In speedy vic- 


tory and world power. It has not ended in that way. 
It has not yet ended nt all. But those who most 
looked forward to war were -the ones who had 
least conception of Its certain consequences. 


In the whole length of the Strama valley In 


western Macedonia, towns have been burned la 
whole or put't by tho Greek army which pursued 
the Bulgarians as far ns the obi border of Bul- 
garia. In Greek Macedonia, at the hands of some 
one or all of the three successive armies—Turkish, 
Bulgarian and Greek—most of the towns between 
Saloniki and Drama have suffered the same fate. 
Each of these towns has now its share of Greek 
refugees from Turkish Thrace. 
These have been 


estimated by Greek authorities as numbering HOO,- 
000. 
They have come by railway from Aclrianople 


lu box cars belonging to the Greek government. 


These cars are left at tho various stations, a dozen 
or more at each. In these the people keep their 
bedding and their scanty effects. The government 
of Greece allows them two or three sous u day. 
with rice which they cook on fires of thistles and 
other weeds. 


In a Turkish journal, vigorous complaint was 


made against the Albanian refugees in Thrace as 
more "proficient with the Mauser than with the 
plow, and skillful only as cattle thieves." A plea 
was made for bringing back the Bulgarian farm- 
ers ns far more desirable neighbors. 
"The Bul- 


garians are now our friends." 


In the larger towns, as Saloniki and Kilkush, the 


refugees are ranged in tent cities, ten thousand or 
more in one encampment. There were perhaps 
GO.OOO Greek refugees a little more than a year 
ago along the road from Drama to Saloniki. 


When I was at Saloniki the Turks were leaving 


in great numbers: 21^,000 took steerage passage 
for Stamboul In one month. 
Saloniki (Thessa- 


lonike), beautifully .situated, in full face of Mount 
Olympus and with a noble linrbor, should be one 
of "the great cities of the world. In the aftermath 
of the second Balkan war it lost half its popula- 
tion. It is no better off today than in the times 
when St. Paul called out-for help In Macedonia. 


Harsh nnd often 
terribly brutal 
operations 


in Serbia and Greece result from the unchecked 
operations of the military element. 
The soldier, 


as such, considers neither economic conditions nor 
the soul of man. It was claimed that the two wise 
ministers Pashitch in Belgrade and Venizelos in 
Athens were both opposed to the policy of repres- 
sion. Both would, if they-could, have proclaimed 
religious linguistic tolerance in those parts of Mac- 
edonia turner] over to them by the treaty of 
Bucharest. 
But the fact of victory, and especially 


victory over their sister state, Bulgaria, Intoxicates 
the military, and fills the mob with the "east 
wind." In such times the civil authority cannot 
hold its own against the military. 


Bulgaria recognized better the value of toler- 


ance. 
A Greek church and school stand undis- 


turbed in Sofla. In the Bulgarian national assem- 
bly there are about a dozen Turkish deputies, rep- 
resenting Thrace. These Turks, supporters all of 
Ihe king, ho;d the balance of power against the 
combined democrats and socialists, the group op- 
posed to all war. The spirit of hate. Is still very 
strong among the people of Bulgaria. They hate 
Koumania, as the robber-state who has done them 
the most harm. They hate Greece. 


There can never be settled quiet in the East 


until the "Balkans belong to the Balkans," until 
civil authority everywhere dominates the military 
and until customs unions and other unions cause 
these people to realize that one fate befalls them 
all and that the welfare of each state is bound up 
in that of its neighbor.

Remember that of 


all the animals which aid man, the 
horse is the most useful. 
Give him 


credit for that. 
Bon't think him 


moan, for unless made so by ma'n, he 
seldom is. 
Bon't punish him for 


every wrong he does, for 
possibly 


they are not so intended. Try to put 
yourself in his place, and don't for- 
get, that he is a slave. 


Be kind to him, and see for your- 


self if your work does not proceed 
more smoothly than ever before. FoK 
low tho Golden Rule, and treat your 
horse as you Avould wish him to treat 
you if, your positions were reversed. 
Investigate, for once and you will 
never.say again that kindness doesn't 
pa.ny,—Indiana Farmer,.

Green corn i.s one of the most, val 


liable of our late summer foods, since 
it contains considerable starch am' 
sugar in an easfly digested form 
There are two principal reasons'\vhj 
this valuable food has fallen i n t o dis- 
repute with many persons; one is 
that It is often eaten with a mixture 
of other foods which 
prevents it? 


proper digestion, and the other rea- 
son is that with occasional persons, 
the hulls of 
tire corn 
irritate 
the 


stomach and intestinal walls. 


J-hw Co Cook and Eat Corn 


The hulls of the corn may bo dis- 


posed of simply by r u n n i n g a .sharp 
knife down throug the center of encn 
row of kernels, them eating the corn 
out of the hulls. 
Inasmuch as corn 


requires thorough mastication, it, is 
well to prepare it in this way for 
children. 
Corn shou'ld be put on to 


cook in clear boiling water, salt to 
be added when cooked, since in the 
cooking salt may extract tho tissue 
salts. 
Corn should be cooked quite 


thoroughly, depending upon its ago, 
but overcooking should be avoided, 
and neither .should it stand in the 
\\ater after the cooking is completed; 
it may be eaten with plenty of but- 
ter and salt to suit. 


Mow to Combine Corn 


Green corn, to be digested with the 


greatest; ease, should bo oaton at :i 
moal which contains neither meals, 
acids, nor other starches, in fact, lii.- 
tle else should be eaten with it othor 
than one or two non-starchy vegeta- 
bles. 


If tomatoes that are not particu- 


larly sour arc to be had, a salad of 
lettuce and tomatoes, cucumbers, and 
onions if desired, may bo added. The 
.salad should be dressed with sail, 
paprika and oiivc oil. Corn in real- 
ity takes the. place of botli meat and 
Kturchy food, thus a dinner may bo 
made of all the corn one wants witli 
cooked vegetables and a, salad such 
as we have suggested.

No single invention has made possi- 


ble greater saving of human life than 
the microscope. 
Its origin dates back 


to antiquity. There is every reason 
to believe thnt tbe ancients had some 
knowledge of the use of the single 
lens. 
The compound microscope was 


probably invented shortly after 
the 


middle ages. The Italians and the 
Dutch both claim tbe discovery. 


These ancient microscopes were very 


crude Instruments compared with those 
of today, They were,- however, suffi- 
ciently powerful to reveal myriads of 
living things In the clear ntmoHphere as 
well as in a clear tumbler of water, but 
they loft us to imagine a great unseen 
iving world beyond the power of the in- 
strument, and that Is even so today 
with our most Improved microscopes. 


In the hands of scientists the mi- 


croscope has revealed from time to 
time a teeming life of bacteria every- 
where present. Some of those minute 
organisms are the friends and some 


' the deadly foes of man. 
Vegetable, 


and 
indirectly animal life, depends 


upon their work. 


Typhoid fever, tuberculosis, typhus 


fever, tetanus, and other diseases nre 
the result of certain of these bacteria 
which can only bo seen by the aid of 
the microscope. 
There 
IK evidence, 


but as yet no positive proof, that they 
aro responsible for many other dis- 
eases, tbe etiology of which 
Is yet 


unknown. 


An army of scientific workers Is to- 


day occupied in the study of bacte- 
riology for Hie purpose of discovering 
the organisms that produce the differ- 
ent diseases, and then to push on with 
the Idea of discovering that which 
would produce Immunity or cure. This 
work Is vital to the welfare of hu- 
manity 


There Is a constant warfare between 


these little single-celled organisms and 
man. 
Tbe bacteria have the aclvan- 


tage of reproducing themselves In un- 
told ^numbers and of adapting them- 
selves to different environments, and 
when the conditions surrounding thorn 
suit their existence they produce great 
epidemics of disease that man Is un- 
able to resist. The fight Is an inter- 
esting one as uwu has already dis- 
covered bow to combat successfully 
many diseases which for centuries baf- 
fled the skill of science.

Gard, for Instance, had boon assigned 
to this work on the Mexican border 
because of his knowledge of Spanish 
As he was growing up his father had 
served for many years in the consular 
service and

native of the Latin countries. 
It. had 


been his prido as a lad to assume 
every characteristic of tho land to 
which his father wns nssljsjod and ;t 
was probably thi? dissembles thr.t 
loci him into the detective game, With 
a bit of a Mexican touch to his wear- 
ing apparel and a covering of alkali 
dust ho now became a typical son of 
the land of the south. 


Such \vas the appearance presented 


by Gard when, tw clays after the 
talk between the secret service men 
of two nations, he camo Into El Paso 
from tho South. 
He bore credentials 


from General Herrera which it had 
been possible for him to get through 
"jidero's secret service 
man, Juan 


Ortego. 
Ho appeared much worn and 


dust covered when lie began a search 
of El Paso for Doctor Flores. 
Hav- 


ing found that gentleman In consul- 
tation with a party of ranch owners 
at' the Ornclorff hotel, he presented 
himself and asked for a word In pri- 
vate with the junta chief,, 


"I am from General Herrera," said 


Gard, 
"I bring to you bis greetings 


and those, credentials which will as- 
sure you that you may treat with me 
In confidence. 
Ho bids me say that 


ho holds General Reyes In a deferen- 
tial respect which he gives to no other 
living Mexican. He awaits an oppor- 
tunity to co-operate with you." 


This news was, to Flores, the best 


he had hoard since ho organized the 
junta. 
Assurances had come 
from, 


many sources of support 
to Keye's 


who, 
in reality, occupied an enviable 


position in tho hearts of the Mexican 
people. But Plerrera, the Madero gen- 
eral who had been regarded as firm- 
ly against them! 
His coming over 


was too good to believe. Tho doctor 
embraced the young man, according 
to tho Mexican custom, and kissed 
him iirst on one cheek and then on 
tho other. 


Thus did a special agent of the 


United States become a member of a 
Mexican revolutionary junta. 


Through Gard tho department 
of 


justice soon had all the particulars 
of the Reyes revolution as far as they 
were known to the El Paso junta. 
It 


knew that the aged general had been 
promised support from many sources, 
that he had been provided with con- 
siderable sums of money, that arms 
had 'been bought in hundred lots from 
dealers all along the border, that these 
were being doled out to individuals 
who were to cross over the border at 
a' given time and form the nucl'eus 
of the revolution. 
In El Paso some 


two hundred men had already been 
thus provided. 
These men were be-

regularly small sums of money.

met every, day with the members of 
the junta and talked over tho details 
of these matters, . 


In the little building which had no 


windows and which stood 
back of 


Doctor Flores' house, Gard also mot 
the individuals "who were the fire- 


brands 
of 
the 
revolution. 
"Red 


Shirt" Pena was always there.and was 
steadily engaged in smuggling am- 
munition across the border. The pock- 
marked anarchist, Comacho, was ma- 
Luring his, spectacular, plans. Senorila 
Josefa Caldcron, slim as a cactus, 
came now and then, with a message 
from Reyos or Orozco, 
Often shu 


brought large sums of money. Gard 
onco accompanied her to Juarez and 
used all his charms in an effort to 
develop a love affair with her, but in 
vain, 
He afterward learned that she 


was mourning a sweetheart who had 
died in righting Madcro and was de- 
voting herpelf to tills cause in hope 
of revenge. 


Toward the end of December the 


plans for tho revolution grew near ma- 
turity. General Heyes \vnn to slip out 
of San Antonio and across the Rio 
Grande,where he was to pick up his 
recruits 
enlisted on the American 


side and those on the Mexican side 
who had promised to join with him. 
At the psychological moment Pena of 
tho red shirt, and Comacho. the an- 
archist, wore to put on performances 
so spectacular as to attract the atten- 
tion of the world. 


Comacho had his dynamiting plans 


well dovnloped. 
Personally he intend- 


ed to place a bomb under tbe inter- 
national bridge at 1.01 Paso, 
An asso- 


ciate wns to perform the same service 
with relation to the American customs 
houso at Is'ogales, and (he consulate 
at Laredo was to be blown up. 


While 
Comacho 
was 
performing 


these outrages, "Red Shirt" Pena was 
to be busied in (he fine art of murder. 
The sheriff of El Paso, Juan Ortepo, 
and 
Archie Dobbs were 
the 
men 


against whom the capacities of Pena 
ns a killer were to bo directed. 
But 


failing these lie waa Io run amuck and 
do whatever damage he could. 
Any 


representative of the American army, 
any Madero official, wns to be regard- 
ed as a fair mark. The object whs to 
at least create a great sensation to 
advertise the new revolution, and pos- 
sibly Io bring about intervention. 
At 


nny rate the border should be awak- 
ened. 


With all this Information 
In hand 


tlio United States 
authorities 
were 


fleeing for tho Mexican border. 
The 


order was issued from Washington to 
intercept 
and 
arrest

Reyes parly that might be found at 
any border points. 
The trap was (o 


be sprung at El Paso, 


On that morning, December 22,\1911, 


Billy Card reported at the windowlesa 
building at ten o'clock. Doctor Flores 
was there and was soon joined by 
Comacho, the dynamiter. Presently a 
ranchman from Sonera was admitted. 
Senorita Calderon was expected from 
San Antonio with additional 
funds, 


^and Pena and other moving spirits 
'were to drop in,

possible upon the revolutionists. With 
this Idea in mind they postponed mak- 
ing arrests until the last moment. 


The revolutionists were to be taken 


into custody by Captain Hughes of 
(.he Texas Rangers, 
There were some 


fifteen 
of 
the active 
plotters that 


should be arrested and the 'Ranger 
force was the best fitted agency on 
the border to qope with these. 
Every 


man was known to the Rangers and 
all were being kept pretty well lo- 
cated. 


The manner of making these arrests 


was peculiar to tills cowboy police oC 
the southwest. 
The plan was that, 


when the lime to strike should come, 
operations should begin at the little 
building without windows where tlie 
ringleaders of the revolutionists gath- 
ered. These should be arrested, none 
being allowed to escape and give, the 
•alarm. They should.all be put into a 
wagon,, inclosed with 
white canvas 


such as is common in the southwest 
and which would attract no atten- 
tion in passing through 'the streets. 
This wagon, with two or three rang- 
ers aboard and others riding careless- 
ly near It, should then drive about El 
Paso, picking up a man here and an- 
other there until all those 
wanted 


were under tbe' white canvas. 
So 


was it planned that a clean sweep of 
the revolutionists should be made in 
a manner of raid that might seem 
queer to those accustomed 
to the 


methods of metropolitan police 
but 


which was intended to accomplish its 
purpose. 


But as far as Billy Card was con- 


cerned, the raid came near coming 
too late, 
The position of Gard, the 


American special agent, in revolution 
headquarters as a Mexican conspira- 
tor, was never one of especial secur- 
ity.

A Nutritions, Knsily Digested Food. 


(By Dr. R. R. Daniels.) 


Green corn is one of the most val- 


uable of our lale summer foods, since 
it contains considerable starch ant" 
sugar in an easily digested 
form 


There are two principal reasons why 
this valuable food has fallen into dis- 
repute with many persons; one is 
that it is often eaten with a mixture 
of other foods which prevents its 
proper digestion, and the other rea- 
son is that with occasional persons 
the hulls of tire com 
irritate the 


stomach and intestinal walls. 


How lo Cook am! Eat Corn 


The hulls of the corn may be dis- 


posed of simply by running a sharp 
knite down throng the center of each 
row of kernels, then eating the com 
out of the hulls. 
Inasmuch as corn 


requires thorough mastication, it is 
well to prepare it in this way for 
children. 
Corn should be put on lo 


cook in clear boiling water, salt to 
be added when cooked, since in tho 
cooking salt may extract the tissue 
salts. 
Corn should be cooked quite 


thoroughly, depending upon its age, 
but overcooking should be avoided, 
and neither should it stand in the 
water after the cooking is completed; 
it may be eaten with plenty of bui- 
ler and salt to suit. 


How to Combine Corn 


Green corn, to be digested with Ihe 


greatest ease, should bo eaten at a 
moal which contains neilher meals, 
acids, nor other starches, in fact, lit- 
lle else should be calen with it other 
than one or two non-starchy vegeta- 
bles. 


If tomatoes that are not particu- 


larly sour are to be had, a salad oi 
lettuce and tomatoes, cucumbers, and 
onions if desired, may be added. The 
salad should bo dressed with salt, 


real- 


ity takes the place of both moat and 
starchy food, thus a dinner may bo 
made of all the corn one wants with 
cooked vegetables and a. salad such 
as wo have suggested.

Madison 
invented 
ice 


that 
Dolfy 


cream, but 


Thyra Samter Window, writing in 
the Illustrated World, declares that 
Dolly Madison was merely the first 
person, to serve it in America. This 
was at a white house reception dur- 
ing the administration of President 
Madison. The guests liked ice cream 
so well that they asked how it was 
made, ami from this small beginning 
the ice cream business has grown un- 
til, according to a creamery expert 
who has followed the development of 
the business in America, the Ameri- 
can people last year consumed 250,- 
000,000 gallons, which- figured at 80 
cents a gallon, means a business of 
$200,000,000. 
The first ice cream 


was made by a London confectioner, 
named Gunton, and from him others 
learned to make it, and it was intro- 
duced to America by Dolly Madison.

Thyra Sam ter Wins'low, writing in 
the Illustrated World, declares that 
Dolly Madison was merely the first 
person to serve it in America. This 
was at a white house reception dur- 
ing the administration of President 
Madison. The guests liked ice cream 
so well that they asked how it was 
made, ami from this small beginning 
the ice cream business has grown un- 
til, 
according to a creamery expert 


who has followed the development of 
the business in America, the Ameri- 
can people last year consumed 250,- 
000,000 gallons, which- figured at 80 
cents a gallon, means a business of 
$200,000,000. 
The first ice cream 


was made by a London confectioner, 
named Gunton, and from him others 
learned to make it, and it was intro- 
duced to America by Dolly Madison. 
But his methods of freezing were 
crude and uncertain. 
It remained 


for Nancy Johnson, the wife of an 
American naval officer, to invent the 
ice cream freezer.

chinery.

Microscope Greatest Instrument 


for the Saving of Human Life 


By DR. SAMUEL G. DIXON 


Commissioner of Health of Pennsylvania. 


No single Invention has made possi- 


ble greater saving of human life than 
the microscope. Its origin dales back 
to antiquity. There is every reason 
to believe that the ancients had some 
knowledge of the use of the single 
lens. The compound microscope was 
probably Invented shortly after the 
middle ages. The Italians and the 
Dutch both claim the discovery. 


These ancient microscopes were very 


crude instruments compared with those 
of today. They were, however, suffi- 
ciently powerful to reveal myriads of 
living things In the clear atmosphere as 


ll as In a clear tumbler of water, but 


they left us to imagine a great unseen 
ivmg world beyond the power of the in- 
strument, and that Is even so today 
with our most improved microscopes. 


In the hands of scientists the mi- 


croscope has revealed from time to 
time a teeming life of bacteria every- 
where present. Some of these minute 
organisms are the friends and some 
the deadly foes of man. 
Vegetable, 


md Indirectly animal life, depends 
upon their work. 


Typhoid fever, tuberculosis, typhus 


'ever, tetanus, and other diseases are 
:he result of certain of these bacteria 
vhich can only be seen by the aid of 
he microscope. 
There is evidence, 


but as yet no positive proof, that they 
aie responsible for many other dls 
eases, the etiology of which is yet 
unknown. 


An army of scientific workers Is to- 


lay occupied in the study of bacte- 
lology tor the purpose of discovering 
he organisms that produce the dlller- 
nt diseases, and then to push on with 
he idea of discovering that which 
vould produce Immunity or cure. This 
vork is vital to the welfare of hu- 
manity 
There is a constant warfare between 
liese little single-celled organisms and 
ian. 
The bacteria have the advan- 


tage of reproducing themselves In un- 
told numbers and of adapting them- 
selves to different environments, and 
when the conditions surrounding them 
suit their existence they produce great 
epidemics of disease that man Is un- 
able to resist. The fight Is an inter- 
esting one as man has already dis- 
covered how to combat successfully 
many diseases which for centuries buf 
tied the skill of science.

The field pipe is a German invention

cealed and the smoke is tinned into a 
thin vapor. The article has a rubber 
lut, from which an applewood bowl is 
suspended by a- flexible stem.

After 
this cap has 


heen removed the position of the pipe 
is reversed for filling; a slide, also 
perforated, is moved to one side and 
the tobacco deposited in the bowl. The 
slide is then replaced, the bowl al- 
lowed to drop down to Its normal 
position, and then It is ready to be 
lighted, after which the cap Is re- 
placsd.

lens. The compound microscope was

middle ages. The Italians and the 
Dutch both claim the discovery. 


These ancient microscopes were very 


crude instruments compared with those 
of today. They were, however, suffi- 
ciently powerful to reveal myriads of 
living things in the clear ntmoHphere as 
well as In a clear tumbler of water, but 
they left us to imagine a great unseen 
living world beyond the power of the in- 
strument, and that is even so today 
with our most improved microscopes. 


In the hands of scientists the mi- 


croscope has revealed from time to 
time u teeming life of bacteria every- 
where present. Some of these minute 
organisms nre the friends nnd some 
the deadly foes of man. 
Vegetable, 


nnd indirectly animal 
life, 
depeuds 


upon their work. 


Typhoid fever, tuberculosis, typhus 


fever, tetanus, and other diseases nre 
the result of certain of these bacteria 
which can only be seen by the aid of 
the microscope. 
There is evidence, 


but as yet no positive proof, that they 
are responsible for many other dis- 
eases, the etiology of which is yet 
unknown. 


An army of scientific workers Is to- 


day occupied in the study of bacte- 
riology for the purpose of discovering 
the organisms that produce the differ- 
ent diseases, und then to push on with 
the Idea of discovering thut which 
would produce immunity or cure. This 
work is vital to the welfare of hu- 
manity

In that connection I have a mission 
for the Senorita Calderon. She is to 
go Immediately to San Antonio to re- 
port to the chief and to get the 
money." 


"When the money arrives," said 


Comacho, the anarchist, "all things 
will be possible. There is dynamite 
cached at Newman and more at Ala- 
magordo. Ramon Sanchez has other 
stores of it at Phoenix.

Dobbs went to fee Juan Ortego. 


This young son of Chihuahua was one 
of the dependable men of Madero. 
Ortego was a member of the personal 
secret service of tho new president 
and his station at El Paso was re- 
garded as important as an outpost of 
trouble for the government. 


"What is in the air?" asked the 


American special agent of Ortego. 


"Revolution," said the Mexican. 
"Who 
have they got?" 


"Reyes, Gomez, probably Orozco, 


possibly Villa," said Ortego. 


"Have you got an informer among 


them?" Dobbs asked. 


"No, I have failed in that respect," 


was the answer.

Billy 


Card, for instance, had been assigned 
to this work on the Mexican border 
because of his knowledge of Spanish 
As he was growing up his father haO 
served for many years in the consular 
service and 3illy had become as a 
native of the Latin countries. It had 
been his pride as a lad to assume 
every characteristic of the land to 
which his father was assifejsed and ;t 
was probably thi? dissembles thrt 
led him into the detective game. With 
a bit of a Mexican touch to his wear- 
ing apparel and a covering of alkali 
dust he now became a typical son of 
the land of the south. 


Such was the appearance presented 


by Gard when, twr days after the 
talk between the secret service men 
of two nations, he came into El Paso 
from the South. He bore credentials 
from General Herrera which it had 
been possible for bim to get through 
"adero's secret service man, 
Juan 


Ortego. He appealed much worn and 
dust covered when he began a search 
of El Paso for Doctor Flores. Hav- 
ing found that gentleman in consul- 
tation with a party of ranch owners 
at the Orndorff hotel, he presented 
himself and asked for a word in pri- 
vate with the junta chief. 


"I am from General Herrera," said 


Sard. "1 bring to you his greetings 
and these credentials which will as- 
sure you that you may treat with me 
in confidence. He bids me say that 
he holds General Reyes in a deferen- 
tial respect which he gives to no other 
living Mexican. He awaits an oppor- 
tunity to co-operate with you." 


This news was, to Flores, the best 


he had heard since he organized the 
junta. 
Assurances had come from 


many sources of support to Reyes 
who, 
in reality, occupied an enviable

Comacho had his dynamiting plans 


well developed. Personally he intend- 
ed to placo a bomb under the inter- 
national bridge at El Paso. An asso- 
ciate was to perform the same service 
with relation to the American customs 
house at Xogales, and the consulate 
at Laredo was to be blov, n up.

these outrages, "Red Shirt" Pena was 
to be busied in tho fine art of murder. 
The sheriff of El Paso, Juan Ortepo, 
and Archie Dobbs were the men 
against whom the capacities of Pona 
as a killer were to bo directed.

failing these he was to run amuck and 
do whatever damage he could. Any 
representative of the American army, 
any Madero official, was to be regard- 
ed as a fair mark. The object was to 
at least create a great sensation to 
advertise the now revolution, and pos- 
sibly to bring about intervention. At 
any rate the border should be awak- 
ened. 


With all this information In hand 


the United States 
authorities were 


fleeing for the Mexican border. 
The 


order was issued from Washington to 
intercept 
and 
arrest 
any 
of 
the 


Reyes party that might be found at 
any border points. The trap was to 
be sprung at El Paso. 


On that morning, December 22,tl9U, 


Billy Gard reported at the windowless 
building at ten o'clock. Doctor Flores 
was there and was soon joined by 
Comacho, the dynamiter. Presently a 
ranchman from Sonora was admitted.

was it planned that a clean sweep of

"I am from General Herrera." said 


Gard. 
"I bring to you his greetings 


and these credentials which will as- 
sure you that you may treat with me 
in confidence. 
He bids me say that 


he holds General Reyes in a deferen- 
tial respect which he gives to no other 
living Mexican. 
He awaits an oppor- 


tunity to co-operate with you." 


This news was, to Flores, the best 


he had heard since he organized the 
junta. 
Assurances 
had come 
from 


many sources of support 
to Reyes 


who, 
in reality, occupied an enviable 


position in the hearts of the Mexican 
people. But Herrera. the Madero gen- 
eral who had been regarded as firm- 
ly against them! 
His coming over 


was too good to believe. The doctor 
embraced the young man, according 
to the Mexican custom, and kissed 
him first on one cheek and then on 
the other. 


Thus did a special agent of the 


United States become a member of a 
Mexican revolutionary junta. 


Through Gard the 
department 
of 


justice soon had all the particulars 
of the Reyes revolution as far as they 
were known to the El Paso junta. It 
knew- that the aged general had been 
promised support from many sources, 
that he had been provided with con- 
siderable sums of money, that arms 
had been bought in hundred lots from 
dealers all along the border, that these 
were being doled out to individuals 
who were to cross over the border at 
a' given time and form the nucleus 
of the revolution. 
In El Paso some 


two hundred men had already been 
thus provided. 
These men were be- 


ing maintained at boarding houses 
about town and were being handed 
regularly small sums of money. 
Gard 


met every, day with the members of 
the junta and talked over the details 
of these matters. 


In the little building which had no 


windows and which stood 
back of 


Doctor Flores' house, Gard also met 


ieady to act. They wanted, however, 
to time their coup in such a way as 
to have the most discouraging effect 
possible upon the revolutionists. With 
this idea in mind they postponed mak- 
ing arrests until the last moment. 


The revolutionists were to be taken 


into custody by Captain Hughes of 
the Texas Rangers. There were some 
nfteen 
of the 
active plotters that 


should be arrested and the 'Ranger 
force was the best fitted agency on 
the border to qope with these. Every 
man was known to the Rangers and 
all were being kept pretty well lo- 
cated. 


The manner of making these arrests 


was peculiar to this cowboy poHce of 
the southwest. 
The plan was that, 


when the time to strike should come, 
operations should begin at the little 
building without windows where the 
ringleaders of the revolutionists gath- 
ered. These should be arrested, none 
being allowed to escape and give the 
alarm. They should all be put into a 
•wagon, inclosed with 
white canvas 


such as is common in the southwest 
and which would attract no atten- 
tion in passing through the streets. 
This wagon, with two or three rang- 
ers aboard and others riding careless- 
ly near it, should then drive about El 
Paso, picking up a man here and an- 
other there nptil all those wanted 
were under the white canvas. 
So 


was it planned that a clean sweep of 
the revolutionists should be made in 
a manner of raid that might seem 
queer to those accustomed to the 
methods of metropolitan police 
but 


which was intended to accomplish its 
purpose. 


But as far as Billy Gard was con- 


cerned, the raid came near coming 
too late. 
The position of Gard, the 


American special agent, in revolution 
headquarters as a Mexican conspira- 
tor, was never one of especial secur- 
ity. 
There was the danger of his 


identity being found out, which would 
not only spoil his case but might re- 
sult in personal violence being done 
him as bis associates were not men 
to trifle with. 
There was the 
diffi- 


culty of getting his information to 
Archie Dobbs and thence to the de- 
partment at Washington -without this 
connection being discovered. 
Finally 


ther^ was his part to be played in,the 
arrests. 


Eventually the time came to strike. 


General Reyes had disappeared from 
San Antonio and was believed to be 


Ing was very dim and the stranger 
had come in from the sunlight.

special agent.
